Peotatecs fer Cairo, 

The receipta of potatoes, at this time, are 
very large. Tens of thousands of bushels 
have beem purchased by grocers and dealers. 
Most of them are of excellent quality for the 
They are not only abdndaat, but 
cheap priced—20 to 28 cents per bushel. 

We understand that the, soldiers at Cairo 
are very destitute of this important esculent. 
What few cam be procured are mosily of an 
inferior quality, soft, wet, sour. Some good 
ones scent frem here as private contribution 
have been comsumed. Potatees are not inciu 
ded im the army reguimion rations. The Com- 
misearies are not obliged to furnish them. 
What potatecs the men get are cither, we 
presume, sent them by friends or purchased 
by themselves out of their scanty means. 

Potatoes are almost indispensable to the 
health of seldiers. They are an ofectual pre- 
ventive of scurvy and kindred diseases. They 
aid cigestion and tend to keep tae stomach in 
proper tome aad order. Dr. Sim has frequent- 
ly tried to impress this matter upon the at- 
tention of visitors from this city who inquire 
after the welfare of the brave boys. 

There is no food more relished by the sol- 
diers than good, sound, mealy potatoes. They 
sre the cheapest and most palatable vegeta bie 
that can be supplied te the troops. Cannot 
steps be taken to ship a few car loads of care- 
fully eelicted potatoes to soldiers at Cairo— 
at least to the companies belonging to this 
eity? Ne more acceptable gift can be sent 
them. The expense would not be great, and 
the cost of tramsportation would only be nom- 
inal, as we are sure the Illinois Central Road 
would deliver them for s mere trifle, and per- 
baps free of charge.

cotton. At the moderate prices which now 
prevail in this country, it is quite evident 
that the forecast and the prudence of that 
Country will induce England to lay in a 
supply of breadstuffs' Thus it is ap-

for foreign shipment. 


This is not a local neighborhood traffic 
which may be controlled by petty consid- 
erations. {ft will be taken up under a 
broader view, and the source of supply 
will be determined at the point of the larg- 
est production and upon the lowes: terms:
